TljE SOOTH LEADS. 

Our Mills Use More Raw Cot- 
ton Than Northern Mills 
Spin. 

G. Gunby Jordan, President of 
the Eagle and Phenix Cotton Mills 
in Columbus, says that the South 
is now spinning more cotton than 
the North. 

The North has more spindles but 
the Southern mills have more 
modern machinery and turn out 
more work. 

Mr. Jordan also states that the 
northern manufacturers are dissat 
isfied because the southern mills 
have lower railway rates to the 
West and can ship goods there on 
better terms than New England 
mills. 

"Our rates now are as low or a 
little lower for all central and 
Western territory than those from 
the eastern mills," says Mr. Jor- 
dan. "In fact this is a great 
cause for complaint among the 
New England mills and the New 
York jobbers who have seen the 
products of tho southern mills en- 
croaching on territory that they 
would like to retain exclusively 
for themselves. Undoubtedly one 
of the first complaints that would 
be made if the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission were given 
control over rates would be di- 
rected to destroying this alleged 
advantage ot tho Southern mills. 
Therefore, the proposed legisla- 
tion, giving rate making power to 
this Commission or any similar 
body, contains a serious threat to 
the prosperity of cotton manufac- 
turiug in the South, for we could 
not continue to do business with- 
out favorable rates. The north- 
ern mills have other advantages 
which we do not possess. Tbey 
are nearer to local markets such as 
New York, Philadelphia and Bal- 
timore and they can obtain money 
at a lower rate of interest. A dis- 
tance basis of rates might hurt 
them but it would destroy us, for 
we have no larger nearby market 
such as they have but must de- 
pend upon distant markets for 
our prosperity. These are abun- 
dant reasons in the minds of the 
thoughtful cotton mill men of the 
South for opposing anything that 
looks toward government rate- 
making."

portance and its actions is looked 
for with much interest. 

We stated last week that the 
flume work of the Dahlonega Gold 
Mining and Milling Co. cost only 
$700 and all had been paid 
up except $§00. We learn that 
this is a mistake. Tho work cost 
thirteen h. ,j n,dred and there is still 
about eight hundred due the con- 
tractor. 

Mr. W. B. Fry went up to the 
head of the Briar Patch canal last 
Tuesday and made a careful sur- 
vey of the amount of water the 
creek would supply. We saw him 
on his return and he said that there

Hon. Tom Bell and the Rural! 
Routes. 

It is supposed by some, and be- 1 
gins to loolc very suspicious, that \ 
Congressman Bell ia interfering 
with some of the rural routes in ', 
Lumpkin county. If this be a i 
fact he ought not to treat us this 
Way for we are his friends. It's 
true that Lumpkin county went 
against him in the primary but her 
people stuck to him ia the final 
election, and we ought to receive 
some conveniences at the hands of 
the government same as those liv- 
ing in other counties. Many of 
the citizens of Lumpkin county 
haVfi to go from four to five miles 
after their mail, which is a hards 
ship on them on account of having 
to lose so much of their time else 
be behind in the events of the 
world. Jn the farming season 
during pretty weather some of 
them do not get their mails often- 
er than once in two weeks. They 
have asked for relief but none can 
be gotten. The required number 
has petioned for rural routes but 
because mail contractors and coun- 
ter petions against one or two of 
these routes have been sent in 
containing names in some instan- 
ces who do not live near the route, 
and even little children who never 
received a paper or letter in their 
lives, are said to be on it. Is it 
possible that the minority are go- 
ing to rule and keep the govern- 
ments conveniences away from us? 

CrJ^NGE OF OPINION. 

After Studying- the Question 
Shippers Oppose Govern- 
ment Rate-Making. 

Washington, D. C, Oct. loth.— 
Public officers here have been 
astonished the past few months at 
tho wonderful change in public 
sentiment over the country on the 
subject of regulating railroads 
rates. 

It is a remarkable fact that 
nearly every convention which ha3 
acted in any Way on the railway 
rale question the past six months, 
has gono on record against the 
principle of the Esch Townsed 
bill, which measure was intended 
to give the Insterstate Commerce 
Commission power to make rates. 
But the shippers and business men 
generally, after studying the sub 
ject, have decided that they do not 
want tho government to make 
rates for them. They prefer to 
negotiate direct with the traffic 
officials of the railroads, 

Everybody wants the rebating 
stopped, except tho few who have 
been getting tho rebates. The 
railroads join with the shippers in 
asking Congress to strengthen the 
laws agai nst unjust discrimination, 
if the laws need strengthening. 
But when it comes to placing the 
power to make rates for the whole 
country in the bauds of a few men, 
two'thirds or more of the regular 
shippers object. They fear that 
the Constitution will get the whole 
rate situation so mixed up and 
tangled that great confusion will 
result and that many of them will 
lose markets which they now have. 

The opposition by the business 
interests to the government mak- 
ing rates is so strong, that it is 
predicted the Senate bill will be 
very different in the main from 
the Esch-Townsend bill. 

Two of the hardest set backs to 
the government rate making plan 
have been the Opposition of the 
National Farmers Congress and 
the fiasco of the E. F. Bacon con- 
! vent ion at Chicago. Mr. Bacon 
j has led tho fight for the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for years. 
He claimed to have almost the 
solid backing of the commercial 
interests of the country. When 
his convention met recently in 
Chicago, the delegates were two to 
one against him.

The stockholders meeting of the 
Crown Mountain Co. was to have 
met here last Saturday. It was 
postponed to be held in Gaines- 
ville on Tuesday, then a meeting 
be held in Dahlonega on Wednes- 
day to legalize what, they did there 
but no one has yet appeared here. 
The Singleton mill will be idle 
until they open out their new cut. 
Work also commenced a few days 
ago in tho Tab lenega' incline. Mr. 
Breyman told us before he movad 
the mill that there was already ore 
ight to run for several years 
and we so stated it. This shows 
the old gentleman's gold mining 
judgment to be bad. 

Mr. Riddell, of Anraria, was in 
wn last Tuesday. He looks af- 
ter the dredge of the Bunker Hill 
Mining Co., which he reports as 
ig in good shape again and ev- 
erything running along smoothly. 
There were ten gentlemen down 
from the West the other day look- 
ing over the property. It was the 
visit for seven of them and 
all expressed themselves as being 
well pleased. 

The manager of the Standard 
Co. charging our natives the sixth 
royalty and then only give a three 
months lease is going to bo a big 
rawbrck on its part as well as the 
mole district, for men can't af- 
ford to lose time in prospecting 
nd pay such a big royalty for so 
short a lease.

In writing to Mr. S. S. Smith, 
of the eastern portion of Lumpkin 
ity, about the recent iron dis- 
coveries on his property, this is 
what he says: As regard my iron 
mine, I have discovered a very 
large and valuable deposit of iron, 
containing also other yaluablo 
mineral. It has been traced upon 
the surface by me for nearly the' 
entire length of my place, 160 
acres. I have also made the at- 
tempt to open the Copper mine ad- 
jacent, and in doing a littlo work 
have found fine specimens of that 
metal.

Mining Notes. 

Mr. Bev. Brooksher is taking 
out ore again from the vein he re- 
cently discovered on the Barlow 
properly. 

Tbe Packard pump, boiler and 
pipe lioe have been bought by 
Messrs. Sovey & Buell and put on 
the Valley Hill Mining Company's 
property, prcparctory to begin- 
ning work. 

Work has been suspended at the 
Ogle, on the Rarlow property, nil- 
til the directors meet and arrange 
a cheaper power than the steam 
that has been in use for some time 
costing sixteen dollars a day, be- 
ing too expensive, matters not 
how rich the mine is, especially 
when cither electric or water pow- 
er can be had at a cost of only 
bout $8,000. The wood is gets 
ing scarcer everyday and later on. 
sdien wet weather sets in fuel can- 
not be had on account of the bad, 
muddy roads. 

At a recent meeting of some of 
the stockholders of Crown Moun- 
tain Co., in Gainesville, a commit- 
tee was appointed to see if it could 
sell a portion of tbe company's 
water power in Lumpkin county 
to liquidate the outstanding in- 
debtedness against said company. 
This committee bas thirty days in 
Inch to do its work. In the 
cantime all the company's prop- 
erty is under the control of Mr. 
F. Moore, of Dahlonega, who 
has Mr. Win. Rice, a trusty gen- 
tleman, on the property every day 
to keep the machinery in good 
trim and to see that nothing goea 
wrong. 

We hope that every man or com- 
pany beginning mining operations 
in this county hereafter will go at 
it in a business like manner, just 
like they were conducting any oth- 
er enterprise, and by all means 
handle other peoples money in an 
economical and judicious manner. 
By so doing it will not only bene- 
fit the investors but the entire 
couutry. Otherwise it will be a 
drawback to both. We do not 
wish our county injured by wild 
schemers again, and if we see any 
thiug of the kind going on we will 
expose it the moment we do so as 
to prevent any more drawbacks to 
Lumpkin county.
